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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This Office action is responsive to Applicant's submission filed on September 21, 2007. 
Claims 1-7, 9-16, 18-26, 28-33, 35-42, 45 and 46 are pending. 

Response to Amendment 

2. The rejection of claims 1-7, 9-16, 18-26, 28-33, 35-42, 45 and 46 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
has been withdrawn in view of Applicant's amendment. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) has been withdrawn as noted above. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-7, 9-16, 18-26, 28-33, 35-42, 45 and 46 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or reasonably suggest, in the manner and 
combination recited in independent claims 1, 1 1, 20, 29 and 36, serializing a plurality of objects 
as part of a cut, copy or paste operation on an object graph with a first serializer that serializes 
the root object to produce a new snippet of code that is sufficient to undo or redo a change in the 
object graph and includes a new type definition, and with at least one other serializer that 
produces an additional snippet of code, the production of which preventing production of a new 
class representation of the one or more other objects, such that instead of producing a new class 
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representation comprising at least some portion of source code, a visual representation of the 
object graph is generated, as reflected in Applicant's arguments (remarks, pages 15-18).
